"Cream of an Endless Crop" 

writes Geoff Rudin, Merseyside's Primary Schools' 
Football Secretary. 


Tonight's competitions involve 
about one hundred boys whether as 
competitors or ball boys, whilst the 
Everton Cup over all the Season has 
seen nearly three times this number 
taking the field for their Association 
Team. These players could be 
considered to be the cream of that 
town's soccer talent. 

However, School's Soccer exists 
to introduce and develop the skills of 
the game, with every child of school 
age. Children are able to enjoy the 
Game at their own level whilst at the 
same time learning the attitudes 
with which any game should be 
played. Those of you who have 
actually watched seven-year-olds 
attempting simple ball-skills will 
know the sense of achievement that 
the child experiences, and to him, 
that is perhaps more important than 
winning any game. 


In managing, coaching or just 
watching football at Primary 
Schools' level we must appreciate 
that the child's enjoyment of the 
game is paramount and that a too 
early introduction of tactics and 
systems may stifle the natural 
development of the child's skills. 

I believe that we will produce a 
better 'cream' and a better 'crop' if 
the development of the child 
footballer is left primarily with the 
Schools rather than interfered with 
by any outside body whose aims 
may not consider the development 
of each and EVERY child. 

I wish every boy an enjoyable 
evening and that includes all of 
you watching from the stands.
